EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 2, 6, 11-14, 20-22, and 29-31 have been canceled. 

Claims 1, 5, 8, 9, 15, 16, 18, 19, 23, 24, 27 and 28 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest 
a method of forming a die surface onto a producing die to produce an optical element 
comprising bringing a cutting tool into contact with a material, the cutting tool including a 
diamond cutting edge that is set such that a single point of the cutting edge comes into contact 
with the material at a cutting point, the cutting point of the cutting edge is fixed at the single 
point, and a (110) surface of the diamond is used as a rake face at the cutting point, wherein the 
material is one of a ceramic material or a tungsten carbide cobalt alloy material and has a 
hardness not smaller than Rockwell hardness HRA 80 or Vickers hardness Hv 1000 and 
wherein the cutting step is conducted to cut the material to a cutting-in depth of 1 micrometer or 
less to form a die surface having a diameter of 5 mm or less with a curvature in combination 
with the other features instantly claimed.
